in Utah Deposits. 


Last year, while making an exami- 


nation of the coal along the eastern 
edge of Castle Valley, Utah, Charles 
TV Lupton, of the United States geo- 
logical survey, made a reconnaissance 
of the deposits of gypsum along the 
west Hank of the San Rafael Swell. 
Xotea taken on this reconnaissance 
form the basis of a report published 
by the United States geological stir- 
\ey in Bulletin f.UO-.N. 


The area under examination is tiO to 


SO miles long and '20 to 30 miles wide. 
The gypsum-bearing rocks in the area 
outcrop in a belt ranging in width 
from a few hundred feet in the vicinity 
of Cedar Mountain or Red Plateau, at 
the north end of the area, to '.', or 4 
miles near the center of the west 
'Hank of the Swell, along the road lead- 
ing from Emery eastward to the Globe 
copper mine. 


So far as known no gypsum is being 


rained in the San Rafael Swell region 
although it is possible that small quan 
titles have been used by ranchers and 
others desiring plaster of Paris or 
land plaster, but the quantity remov 
ed from the field is insignificant. Al 
though it is evident that the region 
contains an enormous supply of gyp 
sum, no great quantity will be minec 
until better transportation facilities 
are available. A moderate estimate of 
the amount of gypsum contained in 
these deposits is 9,701,600,000 tons— 
2,^45,400,000 tons in one bed which 
has an average thickness of 10 fee

The rural sections, long considered 


ideal so far as concerns the health of 
their inhabitants, has been dealt a 
blow by physician investigators, who 
maintain, that two-thirds of the cases 
of typhoid fever in the city owe their 
origin to unsanitary conditions in the 
country and to polluted water sup- 
plies. 


Farms, which are generally remote 


from towns, cities, or other areas of 
congested population, would seem to 
be almost ideally situated for obtain- 
ing pure and wholesome water, but 
in reality polluted water is exceeding- 
ly common on them and typhoid-fever 
rates are usually greater in country- 
districts than in cities. Typhoid fever 
is now almost universally believed to 
be transmitted solely through drink 
or food taken into the stomach, and is 
especially liable to be communicated 
by polluted waters obtained from shal- 
low wells near spots where the dis- 
charges of typhoid patients have been 
thrown upon the ground and subse- 
quently carried down through the soil 
and to the wells, and it is doubtless 
)rincipally this fact that accounts for 
he disease being so common in farm- 
ng regions. 


On a great many farms the well is 


ocated at a point that may be con- 
venient to the dwelling, without any 
•egard for the possibility of the pol- 
ution of the well water through seep- 
age from barn or cesspool or through 
he circulation of water underground, 
nformation relating to the under- 
ground movement of water is parti- 
cularly valuable, and on this account

Senator Works Repudiates 


Johnson-Heney Combine 


A break has come between Senator 


John D. Works, elected by the Pro- 
gressive Republicans, and the leaders 
of the insurgents in California. Sen- 
ator Works will not stand for the 
stealing of the Republican electors by 
men who intend to vote for Roosevelt 
instead of Taft.

"But a candidate for the legislature 


must take oath that he is a Republican 
and will vote for a majority of the can- 
didates of that party. 


"If Mr. Roosevelt abandons the Re- 


publican party and joins a new one and 
the men nominated for the legislature 
who have taken this oath, have done 
so with a mental reservation and with 
the intention of themselves joining 
this new party or with the intention 
of nominating electors who belong to 
the new party, or who will vote for 
the candidate of a new party, their 
conduct will be wholly indefensible. 


"If they propose to act with the 


new party they must, of necessity, and 
in common honor, withdraw from the 
Republican party first.. They cannot 
belong to two political parties at the 
same time or use their official posi- 
tions in the Republican party to fur- 
ther the interests of a candidate, or 
another party, new or old.

against you or the progressives of 
California. You will find nothing in 
the statement to warrant any such, in- 
ference, if you will read it carefully. 


"You could only come within the 


condemnation of certain acts mention- 
ed in the statement by doing these 
acts. 


"I assume, of course, that you will 


not do them, not only because it 
would be wrong-, as you know, but be- 
cause it is wholly unnecessary to ac- 
complish 
what 
you want to bring 


about. 
As to the facts set out in the 


statement, they are indisputable and 
no truthful man, knowing the facts, 
will deny them. 


"The greatest trouble with your new 


party is that it is not founded on prin- 
ciple, but upon Roosevelt, and when 
Roosevelt 
is beaten the party will 


be dead beyond resurrection. 


"If no Progressive is willing to run 


as a Republican the wise and manly 
things for Progressives to do will be 
to support the Democratic presidential 
ticket as a rebuke to the methods by 
which Taft was nominated and then 
purge the Republican national party 
by another four years, as we have al- 
ready done in California. Wilson is 
a progressive, running on a progres- 
sive platform, and may be supported 
by Progressive Republicans with con- 
sistency ajid without disloyalty to the 
principles of their party. 


"This is a critical time when the 


Republicans who stand for progres- 
sive principles 'should 
speak 
freely 


without sentiments. I feel it my duty, 
occupying the position I do, to let 
my convictions be known. 


"1 might very properly ask you and 


your associates by what authority 
you demand 
my resignation, but I 


refrain and leave that to your calmer 
judgment. If you had taken time to 
consider my statement with fairness j 
and deliberation you might have point- 
ed out some portion of it that you re- 
garded as untrue and unjust. You do 
not do so in your telegram. 


I shall continue to represent the 


Republican party and its progressive 
principles as declared by the party 
and the platform upon which 1 was 
elected. 
1 hope the signers of this 


message will continue to do the same. 
Some of them, yourself included, hold 
office as I do at the hands of the Re- 
publican party. 
Some of them hold 


responsible positions as members of 
the committee of that party and owe 
it allegiance. 
I trust they are 
not 


among the number who propose to 
form a new party, at least while they 
hold office and place under the Re- 
publican party. 


"\Ve stand today without any nomi- 


nee of the Republican party, as I said 
in my statement. The convention at 
Chicago was fraudulently manipulated, 
I have no doubt, by designing and un- 
scrupulous men. Therefore, every Re- 


publican has the right to make his 
choice of candidates or of parties. I 
assume, though I do not know it to 
be 'so, that the signers of the above 
telegram believe that a new parly 
should be formed. 
I have no criti- 


cisms to pass upon any Republican 
who conscientiously takes that course. 
The time may come when I shall feel 
this to be the right course to-take 
and when I do so I shall pursue it 
without fear. 
Now, particularly, as I 


am holding office under the Republi- 
can party, I do not feel it to be the 
right thing to do; therefore, I have 
said so with fairness. Feeling this to 
be so, I felt it to be my duty to say 
so.

I have committed any wrong or injus- 
tice to you or anyone else you have 
made a grave mistake in attempting 
to correct it by your intemperate and 
wholly unwarranted telegram. 


"You 
seem to have taken offense at 


the fact that the statement was given 
publicity through the reactionary pa- 
pers. 
It was given out to all news- 


papers alike. 
It was given out first 


of all to the regular correspondent at 
Washington of the Los Angeles pro- 
gressive newspaper and it was with- 
held long enough to enable him to send 
the statement to his papers. 
If these 


papers did not publish it, I am not to 
blame. 


"I think when you consider calmly 


your telegram you will, in justice to 
yourself, take pleasure in withdraw- 
ing it with a suitable apology. You 
would hardly want to remain in the 
position of condemning a man for ex- 
pressing his honest convictions upon 
a matter in which he 5s vitally con- 
cerned and about which he feels it 
his duty to speak, for no better reason 
than that his convictions don't agree 
with yours. Your telegram is another 
evidence of what I explained in my 
statement that politics today is gov- 
erned by passion and not by reason 
and upon fair and calm deliberation. 


"I regret to see appended to this 


telegram the names of some of my 
very good and long-standing friends, 
one of them occupying a high judicial 
position which the Progressive Repub- 
licans of California are wisely trying 
to keep out of politics. 
It is singular 


that such men as these should have 
allowed themselves to act thus hast- 
ily and unjustly. If they are con- 
scientious in their duty as American 
citizens in this most trying time as I 
feel myself to be, they will regret this 
act of theirs much more than I do. 


"I understand that you have given 


your telegram to the press. 
If so, I 


shall feel at liberty to do the same 
with this letter.

W. 
P. Watts, Old and Experienced 


Orange Grower, Registers Approval 


Of New District. 


W. P. Watts, who is one of the larg- 


est of the orange growers of the Co- 
vina valley, and who owns and lives 
in probably the finest mansion in the 
city, has just added to his posses- 
sions twenty acres of bare land in the 
district south of Covina, situated on 
Lark Ellen street. The land is a part 
of the holdings of Reed & Mieckle, 
a firm which has brought a large acre- 
age under irrigation, through the in- 
stallation of a fine well. 


The Reed &. Mieckle well is oper- 


ated by power from the Pacific Light 
& Power Company, and the water is 
being lifted with a Byron Jackson cen- 
trifugal pump. This well is pumping 
about 
7r> California miner's 
inches, 


and is watering 200 acres of potatoes 
and alfalfa. Mr. Watts's new purchase 
has a crop of barley on it, and has 
never been irrigated, but Mr. Watts 
will set the land to Valencia oranges 
next spring, which is the best time to 
start a citrus grove. 


The district around him has been 


set largely to oranges, practically all 
Valencias, and the place is coming to 
be known as "Valencia Heights." The 
sale was made through the Covina 
Realty Company. 


A merry war has been on for two

Ornithologist Lives Here 


In An Indian Bungalow 


H seems to be up to the newspaper 


to introduce Alfred B. Howell to Co- 
vina citizens. He is a retiring young 
man, a bachelor, a philosopher, a fish- 
erman, an orange grower, r.nd a col- 
lector of rare birds from every clime 
and country of the world. We have 
authors in the valley, retired and re- 
formed newspapermen, architects of 
note who don't work at their profes- 
sions any more, college professors who 
have served their time, army officers, 
and men who once followed pursuits 
of all kinds—these have come to make 
their homes with us in the Covina val- 
ley. But so far as the newspaperman 
knows, we have acquired but one orni- 
thologist, Alfred B. Howell, who will 
give you an afternoon of distinct and 
unique pleasure at his ranch, near the 
corner of Grand avenue and Eadillo 
street, if you should call there and 
ask to see his collection of stuffed 
birds. 


Howell is a member of the Cooper 


Ornithological Society of Los Angeles, 
the society to which is referred many 
of the problems first put up to the Cal- 
ifornia Fish and Game Commission. 
He is an occasional contributor to the 
"California Condor," the local safety- 
valve for the energy of writers on 
bird-life, and he writes at times for the 
"Auk," a publication known through- 
out the United States by men who 
study birds. 


New Bungalow Idea. 


Howell bought fourteen acres of 


navels and valencias of W. A. Layman 
awhile ago, and spends much of his 
time in the orchard. 
He planned a 


bungalow, which has something of an 
East Indian idea about it, and when 


' you go into it you're surprised that oth- 


er people have not built the same 
way. 


The most striking thing about this 


house is that the upper story is open 
on all four sides with a beetling roof 
covering It. The floor of this room is 
several thicknesses of tar paper, and 
the effect of comfort and opportunity 
for view are exactly In the same class 
with the Spanish rarnada, only this 
ramada is up above alUthe trees and 
looks over the reach of the valley 


temperament, but from long personal 
study of the habits of birds, and from 
the investigations of others, has he 
come to the conclusion that the farm- 
er would continue to be assisted by 
birds if there were no such thing as 
an open season for any member of the 
feathered tribe. Perhaps this is too 
sweeping, but it carries the point. He 
believes 
that 
the meadowlark does 


an ounce of harm and tons of good to 
the farmer. He believes that almost 
all species of owls are beneficial to 
the farmer, only one or two coming un- 
der the ban. He says that the big 
barn owl is the most prolific gopher 
and mice destroyer that can be nam- 
ed. Howell says that he has never 
noticed any English sparrows in the 
Covina valley. These, he, of course, 
classifies as harmful birds, as they are

Oae .part of the upper story is par- 
titioned off to accommodate Howell's 
collection of birds and eggs. 
The 


house downstairs has been furnished 
exquisitely with the idea of an esthet- 
ic bachelor. It's a good place to loaf 
and live in, to invite the soul and 
also other company once in awhile. 


In the long, thin cabinet drawers 


in the bird room there are stuffed 
birds that inhabit the Arctic regions 
where no other animal life exists, and 
there are 
birds 
from 
the 
tropics. 


There are hundreds of kinds of Cali- 
fornia birds, birds of the southeast, 
birds from New England and the mid- 


Rare and Interesting. 


The American aigrette, from which 


so many tail feathers were taken be- 
fore the law prohibited it, is another 
beautiful, snow-white specimen in his 
cases, arid to the person not too fa- 
miliar with bird-life, it is interesting 
to get a close view of the giant pel- 
ican, the loon, and members of the 
web-foot family. 


Howell has photographs which he 


took in some of the hot islands of 
Mexico, the islands of Santa Crux, and 
down in Virginia, his old home. Small 
birds snapped by the camera in the 
act of absorbing worms that are be 
ing fed to them by the mother, inucl 
after the fashion of eating spagetti 
And his house is filled with picture 
and books on birds, nature books ant 
such subjects, showing how complete 
ly enwrapped this young man is in 
the life of the open. 
Specimens ar 


rive for him from the far ends of the 
earth. There is a young man now in 


f>, foreign country, collecting spec! 
mens for Howell. Some of his birds 
are worth hundreds of dollars, and a 
small groups of four or five eggs ma> 
represent the expenditure of an ordl 
nary workman's yearly Income.

FOOD MEANS PURE FOOD. 


University of 
California 
Is 
Paying 


More Than Usual Attention To 


What We Eat. 


UNIVERSITY 
OP 
CALIFORNIA, 


July 12.—"Food" means pure food. To 
sell for food anything which is not 
fit to ea.t, or which is not just what 
it pretends to be, is against the law. 
This is the basis on which the Food 
and Drug Laboratory, maintained by 
the State at the University of Cali- 
fornia .under the direction of the State 
Board of Health, is 
defending 
the 


consumer against men 
of 
ill 
will 


among the purveyors of 
food 
and 


drink. 


For conference with the American 


leaders in the pure food movement, 
Dr. M. E. Jaffa, professor of nutrition 
in the University of California, and 
director of the Food and Drug Labor- 
atory, has gone to Seattle, to the an- 
nual convention of the 
Association 


of National and State Food and Dairy 
Departments. 


Since the pure food laboratory was 


established at the University, 8500 
samples of foods and drugs have been 
examined; 1850 citations have been 
issued, requiring dealers to cease adul- 
terating, or using labels which de- 
ceive, and in not a single case have 
the laboratory's findings been disprov- 
ed. 


Not merely by bringing wrongdoers 


to terms but 
also 
by 
educational 


means does this laboratory help the 
public to get what it pays for and to 
have pure food to eat. The honest 
dealer is glad to be warned against 
goods which are adulterated or mis- 
branded, and receives in. a co-opera- 
tfve spirit suggestions for improving 
sanitary conditions. The four inspect- 
ors of the laboratory, who spend their 
time visiting factories, shops, markets 
and resturants and the like, not mere- 
ly collect samples for examination, but 
also give advice on how to avoid buy- 
ing bad products, how to make the 
best use of cold storage and refrig- 
erator outfits, how to prevent food ma- 
terial from taking up undesirable od- 
ors or flavors, how to secure proper 
ventilation, lighting, and plumbing, and 
how to fight the fly, the rat, and the 
flea, creatures responsible for vastly 
more harm than the rattlesnake. 


HUNT IS CHOSEN. 


New Experiment Station Man From 


Pennsylvania Takes Place of 


Professor Wickson.

address, showed that he is very anx- 
ious to have established an immigra- 
tion station at SanxPedro on Dead-

York harbor. While Dr. Bartlett is 
almost a prophet and a seer in his 
grasp of the problems that are to come, 
ho is by no means a dreamer, and the 
intelligent listener is profoundly im- 
pressed 
by 
his practical Ideas on 


these questions. The doctor is aware 
that tickets have been sold several 
years in advance of the opening of 
the canal, these tickets being issued 
to prospective immigrants in Southern 
Europe, Russia, Prussia and other in- 
terior countries, the method being to 
collect payment on these tickets on 
the small installment plan. For many 
months after the 
canal 
is opened 


there will be crowded ocean liners 
bringing 
unskilled 
laborers 
to the 


Pacific Coast. 
The possibilities of 


such an influx of people, all of whom 
more or less dependent and the larg- 
est portion of them extremely ignor- 
ant, 
was outlined by Dr. Bartlett. in 


one of the most interesting address- 
es ever heard in this city. 


The Municipal Exhibit. 


Dr. Bartlett is in charge of the mu- 


nicipal exhibit which is now being- 
shown in the huge basement of the 
Temple Auditorium in Los Angeles. 
Here the cities of the United States 
have availed themselves of space to 
exhibit such things as they may be 
proud of in development work. The 
exhibit has been held in connection 
with the sessions of 
the 
National 


League of Municipalities which has 
been meeting in Los Angeles during 
the past two weeks. 


In this exhibit one may see a very 


dear and comprehensive explanation 
of the idea of the short ballot, also 
an exhibit from the "Back to the Land 
Movement". One slogan which is sig- 
nificant, is, "There are 5,000,000 peo- 
ple unemployed in the United States 
and hundreds of thousands of uncul- 
tivated acres. Put them together." 


By far the most interesting ex- 


hibit is that of the Owens River ac- 
queduct which Los Angeles is con- 
structing. There is a great topograph- 
ical map, a machinery exhibit in mod- 
els, and automatic motion pictures of 
the great canal in all stages of con- 
struction. 


San Diego is well represented, also

DON'T TOUCH THE TREES. 


County 
Forester 
Courteously 
But 


Firmly Says It Is a Violation of 


County Law. 


The board of forestry of Los Ange- 


les county, the first of its kind in the 
state, was appointed by the present 
board of supervisors under the pro- 
visions of the state law enacted in 
1909. The board, whose work is ad- 
ministered by the county forester, has 
complete jurisdiction outside of the 
limits of incorporated towns and cit- 
'ies over trees planted or already grow- 
ing on the county roads and high- 
ways. No one has any right to plant 
trees or shrubs of any kind, or to cut 
or even trim trees which are already 
growing on the roads and highways 
through the county without first hav- 
ing made formal application and re- 
ceived permit from the board of for- 
estry for such work. We are trying 
to improve roadside planting through 
the county by preserving fine lines of 
trees from cutting, and by removing 
inferior and unsighly trees to clear 
the way for the planting of better 
species. We are glad to encourage 
planting by private individuals along 
the roads and streets, but we are anx- 
ious also that uniformity be main- 
tained in such planting, and that pro- 
per species be selected. 


We are olso undertaking planting 


ourselves along some roads with funds 
appropriated for that purpose by the 
board of supervisors, but are confin- 
ing our work along this line for the 
present to the system of macadamized 
roads newly completed through the 
county. Between thirty-five and forty 
miles of these roads have been im- 
proved by planting this past spring, 
and it is hoped that this planting can 
be continued annually until handsome 
lines of trees are established along all 
the improved roads in the county. The 
roads which were selected for im- 
provement this past season were the 
Fernando road, extending 
northerly 


from the city limits to the town of 
San Fernando; Long Beach boulevard, 
extending from Los Angeles to Long 
Beach; a stretch of the Foothill bou- 
levard between Azusa and Monrovia; 
and Wilshire boulevard from the Los 
Angeles city limits to the 
Soldiers' 


Home. The effect of fine Hues of trees 
growing along these splendid roads 
will in the yeurs to come be very im- 
pressive. 


We will appreciate the cooperation 


of the public in our work for the im- 
provement of the county roads and 
highways; and we are especially anx-
